ident Small to reach Chicago today de- 
layed the promised crisis in the teleg- 
raphers' strike. 


Small will arrive 
tomorrow and 


there is scarcely any doubt but that 
he will sanction the general strike call 
and still the clamor coming from" all 
portions of the United States and 
Canada. 


Ninety-six of the 135 locals are out 


and 11,132 out of 17,500 union opera- 
tors. Twenty-six of the locals went 
out on petition to be called out. All 
efforts of arbitration have ilashed m 
the pan. 
"Strikers are today considering the 
advisability of demanding closed shops 
of both companies. 


The Western superintendent of the 


Postal declares his company is hand- 
ling all business'with only slight de- 
lay. 


The Western Union officers admit

The executive board will immedi- 


ately go into session to discuss a gen- 
eral strike. Realizing tnat a general 
walkout cannot be averted, it is not 
thought Small will'show any hesitan- 
cy in giving his sanction to the order.

have remained at their keys for no 
other reason than to be called out by 
him, will undoubtedly join the strik- 
ers.

New York, Aug. 14.—Strikes were 


declared in more than a score of cities 
in the United States andCanada during 
the day, upon the order of Deputy 
President Percy Thomas. Chief among 
them was Boston, where the going out 
of nearly all the Postal and Western 
Union operators paralyzed the tele- 
graph business down east. 


Fi om the viewpoint of the telegraph* 


companies, the strike situation was de- 
clared to be improving hourly, and the 
officials of both the Western Union 
and the Postal companies announced 
themselves to be more than satisfied 
with the progress that had been made 
toward the restoration of wire commu- 
nications throughout the country. "It 
is not so much a question of restoring 
communication," declared one official, 
"as it is of re-establishing normal con- 
ditions," These statements on behalf 
of the companies were declared to be 
based on reports from all over the 
country, and were not confined'to the 
situation in the general offices in New 
York. Thee officials of the telegra- 
phers' union, on the other hand, ex- 
pressed confidence and 
satisfaction 


with the progress of the strike. 


The Western Union and Postal Tele- 


graph companies declared there was 
nothing to arbitrate w,hen the state 
board of labor representatives offered 
their services. 
This was after M. J. 


Regan of the state board had visited 
the headquarters of the striking oper- 
ators and obtained the word of the 
leaders they were willing at any time 
to abide by the decision of the person 
or v -ons selected to hear their griev- 
ances and the reply of the company. 


Great fear exists among railroad 


men that the strike may be carried 
into the r&ilrgld business through a 
walkout of thelelegraph operators of 
the railroads. The roads in many 
cases have agreements to 
transmit 


Western Union and Postal business. 
The operators say if they are ordered 
to handle commercial messages they 
will walk out 
A strike was narrowly 


averted on the New York Central and 
the Baltimore & *Ohio railroads, due 
to this ever increasing complication. 
A meeting has been called in Wash- 
ington for Monday next to discuss the 
attitude of the railway operators

The shippers' association 
aent to shippers thiough the state who 
are members of the association a cir- 
cular giving the names of the roads 
which have complied with the rules 
anvi tho=e that have not, asking that 
business be given to the former. It 
asks that every violation of the rules 
by the railroads be carefully noted and 
reported to the secretary of the asso- 
ciation, as each violation may be pun- 
ished with a heavy fine. 


After calling attention to the new 


rules and asking the shippers them-1 
sel\es to be careful not to violate any! 
of their provisions in order that the 
railroads may have no cause of com- 
plaint, the circular says: 


'•Quite a number of the railroad com- 


panies, in defiance of the laws of the 
state of Ohio and the order of the rail- 
road commission, propose, and have 
filed copy of the rules to that effect, 
to put the rules in force only as to 
intra-state business. 


"Each violation of the new car ser- 


vice rules by a railroad company 
makes the guilty company subject to a 
heavy penalty. It is therefore the duty 
of every shipper and receiver of 
freight to make a prompt and complete 
report of any violation of these rules, 
to this association 
This report should 


give car numbers and initial, time both 
of placing and releasing car, parties 
concerned, in what respect the rules 
were violated and all other material 
matters relating thereto. 
Such a re- 


port will materially aid this associa- 
tion and the proper authorities to en- 
force the penalty against the offending 
railroads "
